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FWWERS 



Here are presented díagrams of seventeen different flowers from simple to 
complex, stalks, branches, grass and five types of leaves. 



If you are a novice to origami, begin from 
the simplest diagrams of flowers such as 
Bellflower, Yuris and Jasmine, mastering which, 
you can gradually move on to more difficult 
and complex designs. 

If you feel confident in this art, you can 
move on to most of flowers in this chapter and 
take a challenge to try the complex models. 

And, lastly, if you are already a 
connoisseur of origami - you can satisfy your 
interest folding such models of flowers as, for 
example, Orchids, Morning Glory, and Roses. 





In general, stalks, grass, leaves and 
sepals are very good when made from thick 
copy paper. This way, they will keep needed 
lines and shapes. 

For most of flowers, it's very good to 
use regular copy paper, thinner ones, or any 
strong and thin paper in one-color. It's 
especially recommended for making all 
Orchids and Roses. 

Some flowers are good from two-color 
paper, because the second side of the paper 
has its own role in the total flower design. 
These flowers are Bellflower, Dahlia, Lobelia, 
and Morning Glory (Ipomoea purpurea). 

Try your hands at folding to depict 
flowers in paper, Give the fíowers a natural 
shape by rolling petals' tips or bending them 
slightly. Shape stalks, giving them a living 
form. So, work like a sculptor; form the whole 
paper plant to look alive. The colors and 
paper texture are also very important for the 
whole model. Experiment with form, color, 
paper, and, surely, you will have great 
pleasure. 
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Stalks and Branches 



There are wide possibilities for making stalks and branches from paper. 
It's betterto use paper, colored on both sides. For example, use regular 
copy paper, which is strong, keeps its form well and doesn't lose its 
color on a crease. You will also need a thin cylindrical object, for example, 
a plastic knitting-needle. 




Use a rectangle of paper, half the 
size of the square used for the flower. 
For example, if the flower is made 
from a 3-inch (8 cm) square, use a 
rectangle of paper, 1 14 x 3 inches 
(about 4x8 cm) in size, for the stalk.

The flowers are glued together by little 
triangular surfaces between the petals while 
the surface of one flower covers a similar 
surface of another flower. In this way, flowers 
make a sphere, where four flowers take a 
position on the equator and two others are 
at the poles.

If you'd like to decorate your room with 
this kusudama, you will also need a piece 
of string. You can add leaves hanging 
from the bottom of the kusudama.

The Exotic flower consists of six Thin petals' modules, preferably 
in pink and cream colorings.

For the fifth and sixth modules, 
use4-inch (10 cm) squares of paper. 




Use a square of paper, colored side up, 
Begin with a preliminary fold (see steps

ln nature, the fragrant double flowers of the Matthiola Incana are of 
rarious colorings. Its grey-green lancet leaves and shoots with plentiful 
flowers make a good decoration for flower-beds and very good for 
bouquets. To make the Matthiola Incana branch, you will need a few 
flowers, lancet leaves and stalks. 




The Matthiola Incana flower consists of two modules, each of which is 
folded according to the diagrams for the Oleander flower (see pages 
22 - 23). For each double flower, use two 4-inch (10 cm) squares, 
colored side up. 

Take two flowers 
and insert one 
into anotherasfar 
as it will go. 
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The double flower is ready 



Make several double flowers, lancet leaves (see pages 23 
■ 24), tubular stalks (see pages 7-8) and the base tubular 
stalk (see page 8) to assemble them into a branch. For the 
lancet leaf, use a 4-inch (10 cm) square of paper.

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Edelweiss 



The Edelweiss is known as an exotic mountain flower. Translating from 
German, the word 'Edelweiss' means 'Noble white', but the colorings 
of the flowers are not only white, but also grey or cream. The Edelweiss 
is the floral emblem of Switzerland. This flower has a Latin name - 
'Leontopodium', which is translated as 'Lion's Paw'. Indeed its flower 
in a star-like form appears to be made from flannel or velvet. 





The paper variant of the Edelweiss flower consists of several 
elements: a corolla element, three circles of thin petals, a sepal 
and a stalk with lancet leaves. 

The corolla element is folded according the diagrams of the 
Oleander flower (see pages 22 - 23). For this element, use a 
2 Yz -inch (6 cm) square of paper. 

Follow the diagrams of the 'Thin Petals' module (see pages 
26 - 27) and fold the three circles of thin petals, using 6-inch 
(15 cm), 4-inch (10 cm) and 3-inch (7.5 cm) squares of paper 
as well as the sepal, using a 6-inch (15 cm) square of paper 
in grey-green coloring. 



Begin with the green sepal 
and insert the biggest 
'Thin Petals' module into 
it. Continue to assemble 
the elements by inserting 
one into another. Rotate 
each moduie a bit, so that 
its petals fall between the 
petals of the previous 
module.

The Dahlia has an inieresíing history. The first sampies were brought inío 
Europe at the end of the 18th century from Mexico. At that time, Andreas 
Dahl (his name became the base of the Latin name of the flower) considered 
this plant a vegetable because of its edible tubers. After that in Belgium, the 
first Dahlia varieties with big double flowers were created; the Dahlia flower 
became a favorite garden plant. Since then there has appeared an unbelievable 
number of types of Dahlias with different colorings, forms and sizes. 

Here is presented the paper variant of the simple kind of the Dahlia with eight 
petals. But there are many other variations, which make the Dahlia a very 
popular flower. So, you also can develop some new varieties of the paper 
Dahlia, even blue colorings that do not exist in nature.

ln this chapter you will find diagrams of nine various paper vases of different 
leve/s of complexity. A/so here we show how to make a F/ower Ho/der thaf al/ows 
for keeping the flower stalks and branches in a vertical position and in a fixed order 
in the arrangement. The Flower Holder inserts into a vase, but some of vases have 
a built-in flower holder inside. 



The simple fevel's models are 
^resented by the Trihedral Vase and Flower 
Holder, which can be used as a Cylindrical 
Vase. 

Most of vases are ranged in the 
intermediate level of folding. These are 
'Duet' Vase, 'Birthday' Vase, Fancy Vase, 
'Elegie' Vase and Low Bowl-Shaped Vase. 

The complex mode\s are 'Capnce' 

Vase and Special Vase, which require strong 
folding skills. 






For making vases you can use the 
regular copy paper as well as wallpapers, 
posters or other types of thick paper. But if 
you plan to make a large size vase, it would 
be preferable to use the thicker paper. In 
general, a large size vase looks good when 
made from beautiful wallpaper or other thick 
paper. Also it is good to remember that the 
vase must be stable as it will keep flowers, 
so the paper used for vase must be thicker 
than the paper used for flowers. 

Don't forget about paper texture, it 
plays an important role in perception of a 
vase, and even of a whole arrangement. The 
texture can make a vase looking very natural. 

We hope you will find your favorite 
vase from these diverse designs.

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Flower Hoider and

When making an arrangement in a vase, the flower holder can be used 
for keeping the flower stalks and branches in a vertical position and in 
a fixed order. To fit the vase, the holder must have the same diameter 
as the diameter of the vase's neck. The flower holder can be used as 
a Cylindrical Vase. The flower holder consists of two elements: a pleated 
element and a cover tube. For the pleated element, the rectangle of 
paper must be the height of the vase or a little higher and a width of 
about 2-3 times more than the chosen height. For the cover tube, take 
a square of paper, measuring a little more than the height of the pleated 
element. Ws better to use copy paper or any wallpaper. 

Pieated Etement 

Measure off the length 
of the diameter ('d') of 
the vase's neck and 
valley fold the paper. 
Then, continue to make 
'valley' folds the same 
distance apart many 
times, until the sheet 
comes to an end. 




Turn the paper over. 
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By 'valley' folding, 
divide each section 
in half. 



Bring the left- and 
right-hand sides 
of the pleated 
rectangle around 
and toward you. 
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Bring together the left- 
and right-hand sides. 
Overlap two sections 
of the right-hand edge 
with two sections of the 
left-hand edge. 
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This should be the result. 
Collapse the paper bundle 
to the middle. 
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Here is the cornpleted 
oleated element for the 
lower holder. 




Cover Tube 

Use a square of paper, measuring 
a little more than the height of the 
pleated element. 



_ A Valley fold the top and bottom 
79 edges as shown. Unfold them. 









Start rolling tightly on a thin cylindrical 
object, such as a plastic knitting-needle. 
Try to maintain the tightest possible roll. 
See detailed descriptions of this action at 
steps 2 to 4 on page 8. 





Next, loosen the roll and 
remove the stick. 






Insert more than 
half the bundle 
into the tube. 



Roll the cover tube 
densely to fit to the 
bundle. 






Mountain fold the 
bottom edge of the 
tube as shown. 
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Again, mountain 
fold the bottom 
edge of the tube, 
thereby locking 
the bottom. Next, 
pull the bundle 
out. 




This time, mountain fold 
the top edge, thereby 
locking the tube's top and 
completing the cover tube. 





Insert the pleated element 
into the cover tube deeply 
until it's stopped by the 
tucked bottom edge of the 
tube. 






Here is the 
com pleted 
flower holder. 






Insert the flower holder 
into the vase and start 
to arrange flowers in it. 




You can make variations of the flower 
holder depending on a vase's form. 

The flower holder can be used also as 
a Cylindrical Vase, especially if the 
cover tube is folded from fancy paper.
